The  Authority  Of 
The  Bible 

The  Bible  is  not  a  book  of  human 
philosophy  but  is  divinely  inspired. 
“For  the  prophecy  <»me  not  in  old 
time  by  the  will  of  man;  but  holy  men 
of  God  spake  as  they  were  moved  by 
the  Holy  Spirit”  (II  Peter  1:21).  "ThU 
is  a  plain  statement  of  fact.  If  a  man 
receives  it,  believes  it,  he  is  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  fact;  but  if  he  rejects 
it  his  rejection  does  not  affect  the 
fact,  much  less  alter  or  change  it. 
Truth  is  none  the  less  truth  if  it  is 
denied  by  one  or  any  number  of  peo¬ 
ple.  “The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  spake  by 
me,  and  his  word  was  in  my  tongue” 
(n  Sam.  23:2). 

The  Bible  Is  not  a  book  of  advice 
but  of  divine  law.  It  is  eternal  autho¬ 
rity.  “Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass 
away,  but  my  words  shall  not  pass 
away”  (Matt.  24:25). 

When  the  Bible  is  read  it  should  be 
read  as  the  word  of  God.  We  say  that 
Issaiah  taught  so  and  so.  God  taught 
it,  using  Isaiah  as  an  instrumentality. 
Job  said.  “Therefore  have  I  uttered 
that  which  I  understood  not;  things 
too  wonderful  for  me.  which  I  knew 
not”  (Job  42:3).  This  realization  of 
the  authority  of  what  God  had  said 
through  him  caused  Job  to  say. 
“Wherefore  I  abhor  myself  and  repent 
in  dust  and  ashes”  (Job  42:6).  If  other 
men  will  regard  God’s  words  in  the 
same  way,  they  too  will  repent  in 
dust  and  ashes.  This  should  become 
universal,  because  “Except  ye  repent 
ye  shall  all  likewise  perish”  (Luke  13:3, 
5),  was  solemnly  declared  by  our  Lord. 
There  is  no  salvation  without  repent¬ 
ance,  no  pardon  without  realizing 
guilt  and  no  realization  of  guilt  with¬ 
out  the  knowledge  of  violating  God’s 
authoritative  law. 

Sin  is  not  disregarding  Bible  advice. 
“Sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law” 
(I  John  3:4).  The  law  is  as  authorita¬ 
tive  as  the  person  of  Ood.  It  cannot  be 
overlooked  by  the  Lawgiver,  for  Ood  is 
just  and  justice  in  a  judge  is  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  law,  not  the  annull¬ 
ing  of  it.  Ood  is  bound  by  the  consis¬ 
tency  of  His  nature  to  enforce  His  law,

ILOILO  CITY.  PhUIpplnes  —  (BP)— 
The  Convention  of  Philippine  Baptist 
Churches  has  voted  to  use  portions  of  a 
$35,000  contribution  of  Southern  Baptists 
for  the  care  of  Philippines  sick  and  in¬ 
digent. 

Restituto  Ortlgas,  convention  secretary, 
said  that  the  $35,000  was  deUvered 
through  Church  World  Service  who  ex¬ 
plained  it  was  a  relief  contiibutioo  from 
Southern  Baptists  in  the  United  States. 

The  Philippine  convontl<«  voted  that 
such  portion  of  the  money  as  is  neces¬ 
sary  will  be  used  for  purchase  of  aa 
ambulance  and  equipment  and  supplies 
for  a  mobile  medical  unit  to  be  operated 
by  PhUIppine  BaptlsU.  A  further  allo¬ 
cation  of  $5,000  was  made  for  purchase  at 
rice  for  indigent  members  of  the  Ooo- 
vention.

Salvaticm  by  coot- 
promising  the  laws  of  God.  or  any  of 
them,  is  an  infinite  lmp(}ssibUity.  If 
Christ  would  save  anybody  from  giult, 
secure  pardon  for  any  transgressor, 
he  had  to  obey  all  the  laws  of  the 
lather  and  then  go  to  the  hell  of 
Oethsebane  and  the  cross.  This  is  true, 
not  because  it  is  hi  the  Bible,  but  be¬ 
cause  of  the  nature  of  the  Ood  of  infi¬ 
nite.  unchanging  Justice. 

This  irorld  needs  the  conviction  that 
tmth  should  be  prociaizned  to  every 
human  being.  John  the  Baptist  led 
multitudes  to  repentance  and  salva¬ 
tion.  because  he  preached  conviction 
truth.  The  sinner  is  not  probably  lost; 
he  Is  surely  lost.  The  divine  law,  from 
the  King,  should  be  so  proeiaimed 
that  sinners  will  realise  their  certaM 
condition.

We  have  mentionetl  it  often  be¬ 
fore,  but  an  article  in  a  recent  is¬ 
sue  of  the  pr(k;ressivf:  farm¬ 
er  reniintlcd  us  to  mention  it 
attain.  We  refer  to  putting  the 
names  of  Baptist  churches  in  a 
conspicuous  place. 

The  author  of  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  article  says  that  he  has 
never  heard  of  a  church,  large  or 
small,  that  did  not  have  a  name. 
All  communities  have  names.  He 
says,  “Why  not  place  your 
church’s  name  in  such  a  beautiful 
setting  that  he  who  rides  by  may 
read  it  and  be  informed  tliereby?” 
We  need  to  be  proud  of  our 
churches.  We  are  proud  of  the 
church  to  which  we  belong  and 
are  sure  that  our  readers  are  proud 
of  their  churches.  If  so,  we  should 
want  every  person  who  passes  it 
•o  know  its  name. 

Every  church  should  have  a 
food  sized  sign  in  front  of  the 
church  at  the  road  'side  with  the 
name  of  that  church  in  letters 
large  enough  for  people  to  read 
them  as  they  pa.ss.  If  a  church  is 
worthy  of  a  name,  it  is  worthy  of 
a  name  well-displayed. 

Churches  tliat  are  not  easily  seen 
from  the  main  highway  should 
have  a  sign  with  the  name  of  the 
church  plainly  printed  on  it  and 
an  arrow  pointing  to  the  church. 

Let’s  display  the  names  of  our 
churchea.

Cooke  Is  Correct 

Below  we  quote  some  sensible 
words  by  Lawson  H.  Cooke,  Exe¬ 
cutive  Secretary  of  tlie  Baptist  Bro¬ 
therhood  of  the  South.  We  have 
been  thinking  along  those  lines, 
but  he  writes  it  better  than  we 
could  so  we  pass  it  on  with  our 
O.  K. 

During  the  first  five  months  of 
this  year  the  Cooperative  Program 
southwide  receipts  show  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $368,012.32  over  the  same 
period  last  year.  While  this  is  en¬ 
couraging  H  is  nothing  like  what 
the  increase  should  have  been. 


THE  BAPTIS 

During  the  same  period  south¬ 
wide  designate^  gifts  show  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $674,911.45,  or  83  per 
cent  more  than  the  increase  in  dis¬ 
tributable  funds. 

The  above  figures  evidence  a 
somewhat  unwholesome  trend. 
We,  as  Southern  Baptists,  must 
realize  that  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  is  the  foundation  of  our  de¬ 
nominational  financing.  If  we 
knock  that  out,  the  entire  denomi¬ 
national  structure  will  fall  apart. 

Nothing  in  this  piece  is  to  be 
construed  as  a  criticism  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  designat¬ 
ing,  which  we  fully  respect.  We  we 
saying,  however,  that  the  only  pos¬ 
sible  way  to  support  the  entire  de¬ 
nominational  work  is  through  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

We  believe  it  to  be  no  more  im¬ 
portant  to  support  a  missionary  on 
the  foreign  field  than  to  support 
the  seminary  thq^  produces  the 
missionary.  Conversely,  it  would 
seem  to  be  the  height  of  folly  to 
support  a  seminary  and  then  with¬ 
hold  our  support  from  the  mis¬ 
sionary  who  was  trained  in  the 
seminary.  We  cannot  withhold  our 
support  from  any  one  agency  of 
the  convention,  and  in  the  last 
analysis  this  is  what  designating 
amounts  to,  without  impairing  the 
effectiveness  of  all  other  agencies. 
..We  must  stick  to  the  C^pera- 
tive  Program  if  we. would  have  a 
sound,  sensible,  and  equitable  dis¬ 
tribution  of  denominational  funds. 
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Unionism  Declining 

According  to  Methodist  Bishop 
L^wis  O.  Hartman  of  Boston, 
“While  in  a  few  instances,  fede¬ 
rated  churches,  community 
churches,  union  churches,  and 
‘yoked*  churches  have  been  not¬ 
able  necessful,  all  too  frequently 
they  have  been  “disappointing”  He 
also  said,  ‘TTie  united  church  has 
often  proved  weaker  than  the 
strongest  of  its  components.”  We" 
heartily  agree  with  the  Bishop. 

Aa  a  pastor  we  were  often  criti¬ 
cized  for  refusing  to  foster  union¬ 
ism  in  various  forms.  At  times  we 
were  even  called  narrow.  Other 
terms,  about  which  we  never 
heard,  were  probably  used. 

Quite  often  we  were  asked  to  dis¬ 
continue  night  services  during  the 
summer  and  join  in  a  union  ser¬ 
vice  with  all  the  churches.  We  re¬ 
fused  and  stuck  to  our  own  church 
and  in  every  instance  had  larger 
congregation  that  the  union  crowd. 

We  have  watched  union 
churches  founded,  but  they  slso 
usually  floundered. 

TTiere  is  no  place  for  compro¬ 
mise  with  God’s  eternal  truths. 

As  Dr.  E.  P.  Alldredge  well  says 
in  his  recently  published  book, 
UNIONIZING  SOUTHERN  BAP¬ 
TISTS,  “Union  means  compro- 
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niize,  and  compromize  means  that 
triilh  suffers.” 

A  union  church  has  two  strikes 
on  it  before  it  starts  lH*causo  it  has 
no  home  |)ort.  MetluMlists  h  a  v  e 
their  presbyteries.  Baptists  have 
their  as.s<K*ialions  and  conventions. 
But  the  union  chundi  is  just  an 
orphan.  By  its  very  nature,  it  must 
soft-|H*tlaI  some  of  the  grt‘al  tloc- 
trinal  truths  for  fear  of  alieiutting 
some  of  its  memlM'rs  who  come 
from  various  denoiiiinalions  with 
widely  different  beliefs. 

Unionism  just  doesn’t  work. 
Baptists  should  steer  clear  of 
unionism  fur  all  that  Baptists  get 
out  of  Unionism  is  slung.  We  have 
all  to  lose  and  nothing  to  gain. 

We  believe  in  coop<>rating  with 
other  denominations  in  many 
ways,  but  joining  in  organizing 
and  supiiorting  union  churches  is 
not  one  of  them. 

Since  the  above  was  written  we 
have  read  Dt.  Alldridge’s  b<M>k 
mentioned  alaive.  It  gives  startling 
facts  about  unionizing  efforts  and 
should  be  read  by  every  Southern 
Baptist.

Why  I  Do  Not  Accept 
Liquor  Advertising 

By  Frank  E.  Gannett 

(Editor’s  Note:  Mr.  Gannett  ope¬ 
rates  the  largest  string  of  new.spapers 
numerically  in  the  nation.  Seventeen 
of  his  21  papers  are  published  in  up¬ 
state  New  York.) 

The  purpose  of  all  advertising  is  to 
Increase  sales  of  the  product  adver¬ 
tised.  If  advertising  didn’t  fulfill  this 
purpose  effectively  and  profitably, 
there  would  be  no  advertising. 

Figures  for  last  year  show  that  the 
consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages 
hit  an  all-time  high  of  well  ouer  eight 
billion  dollars.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
this  great  increase  in  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  intoxicating  liquor  la  largely 
the  result  of  attractive  and  effective 
advert  i.sing. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  .say 
that  intoxicating  liquors  have  a  de¬ 
structive  influence  on  our  people.  Sta¬ 
tistics  prove  that  a  large  percentage  of 
all  crime  is  due  to  the  liquor  traffic. 
In  the  past  few  years  the  great  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  persons  who 
have  become  hopeless  addicts  and  al¬ 
most  incurable  drunkards  has  led  to 
the  conclusion  that  alcoholism  is  a 
disease  which  takes  a  frightful  toll  of 
its  victims. 

I  doubt  if  any  parent  wants  to  see 
his  children  developing  the  drinking 
or  not  the  boy  or  girl  who  takes  the 
first  drink  will  become  a  hopeless  phy¬ 
sical,  mental  or  moral  wreck. 

None  of  our  21  newspapers,  nor  any 
of  the  radio  stations  which  I  control, 
accepts  a  line  of  liquor  advertising; 
and  so  long  as  I  have  anything  to  say 
about  it,  none  ever  will.  It  Is  difficult 
to  estimate  accurately  how  much  our 
advertising  revenue  could  be  increased 
if  we  should  decide  to  accept  liquor 
advertising,  but  it  may  be  around  a 
million  dollars  a  year. 

No  matter  how  large  the  sum  might 
be,  our  policy  would  not  be  changed. 
I  understand  that  the  liquor  Interests 
arc  spending  $100,000,000  a  year'  in 
newspaper  advertising.  If  all  of  that 
money  were  offered  to  our  newspapers 
it  would  not  alter  our  position  or 
change  our  policy. 

A  basic  principle  with  our  news¬ 
papers  is  that  they  be  fit  for  the  home. 
I  believe  that  if  our  newspapers  con¬ 
tained  liquor  advertising  they  would 
not  be  welcomed  in  the  homes  of  our 
readers  as  they  are  today.  We  arc  con¬ 
stantly  receiving  letters  from  read¬ 
ers  and  from  advertisers  approving 
our  policy  of  not  carrying  liquor  ad¬ 
vertising. 

I  am  sure  that  our  papers,  by  ex- 
profited  to  a  considerable  extent  in 
another  way.  Every  one  of  our  papers 
is  on  a  sound  financial  basis  and  will 
eluding  liquor  advertising,  have  really 
continue  to  be  without  revenue  from 
the  distillers  or  the  brewers.  —  Tb*

(So  many  people  have  written 
asking  for  information  about  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  McOlamery,  recent  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  Colombia.  All  are  par¬ 
ticularly  interested  in  knowing  whe¬ 
ther  the  medical  work  has  been 
opened  in  this  important  yet  difficult 
field.  We  share  excerpts  from  a  re¬ 
cent  letter.) 

GREETINGS  FROM  COLOMBIA: 

We  had  a  visit  one  weekend  re¬ 
cently  with  one  of  our  missionary 
families  Just  thirty  miles  away,  and 
it  can  be  easily  said  that  theirs  is 
the  only  real  personal  sacrifice  be¬ 
ing  made  among  our  missionaries. 
The  Dailey’s  have  gone  out  to  this 
little  town  of  20,000  people  where 
there  is  no  water  supply  except  the 
kind  that  is  delivered  at  the  door 
in  kegs  that  have  been  filled  in 
some  swamp  or  muddy  well,  and 
have  been  thrown  over  the  back  of 
a  burro,  and  are  sold  two  kegs  for 
15  centavos.  I  was  for  turning  down 
this  source  of  typhoid,  and  every  _ 
other  germ  that  water  could  carry, 
until  1  was  there  long  enough  to  be 
really  thirsty.  They  purify  their 
own  water,  and  except  lor  the  col¬ 
or  you  would  think  it  came  from 
a  tap,  but  I  draidc  water  with 
real  appreciation  when  we  were 
back  in  BarranquiUa  again.  This 
city  boasts  a  pure  water  supply,  and 
we  can  be  thankful  for  that,  now 
that  we  have  seen  what  it  is  like 
not  to  have  one. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dailey  and  their 
two  small  sons  live  in  one  of  the 
best  houses  obtainable  in  this  town, 
but  at  that,  it  would  be  considered 
a  very  poor  substitute  for  comfort. 
All  of  the  streets  are  inches  deep 
in  sand  during  the  dry  season  and 
as  a  result  the  air  is  a  cloud  of 
sand  all  the  time.  We  were  re¬ 
minded  of  the  first  Oklahoma  saiul- 
storm  we  had  ever  seen,  as  we 
drove  into  town.  Their  electricity 
supply  comes  on  at  six  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  and  is  on  for  only  a  few  hours, 
so  that  they  do  much  of  their  work 
at  night  when  they  have  lights,  and 
when  the  noises  all  about  them  are 
lessened  by  the  “sand-man.”  This 
is  the  same  town  to  which  friends 
in  Houston  sent  funds  to  buy  a  re¬ 
frigerator  two  or  three  years  ago, 
and  I  cannot  think  of  a  place  any¬ 
where  in  the  states  that  would  need 
one  more  than  this  place  would., 
Mrs.  Dailey  does  most  of  her  mark¬ 
eting  in  BarranquiUa,  so  she  had 
asked  us  to  be  sure  to  let  her  know 
when  we  were  coming  to  eat  for 
there-  would  be  no  comer  grocery 
to  pick  up  a  loaf  of  bread  or  any¬ 
thing  else  for  that  matter.  I  have 
written  all  of  this  to  give  you  a  lit¬ 
tle  bit  of  the  picture — but  perhaps 
I  should  add  that  their  next  door 
neighbor  on  one  close  side  has 
chickens,  rabbits,  several  dogs,  two 
or  three  burros,  and  several  sets 
of  live  stock,  pigs,  runniitg  loose 
In  their  yard.  One  had  but  to  peep 
through  the  feiM:e  to  see  a  half  a 
dozen  little  children  running  with 
tlwm.  And  we  were  told  that  they 
are  all  fed  together,  too.  The  chll- 
<lren  are  given  their  food  on  a  palm 
leaf  on  the  ground  where  the  anl- 
n>aU  eat  also.  Now,  with  all  of  this 
as  a  daily  part  of  their  lives,  we 


did  not  hear  one  single  low  note 
from  them  the  whole  time  we  were 
at  their  home,  nor  have  we  heard 
anything  like  a  complaint  coming 
from  them  at  any  time.  They  are 
in  a  building  program  there,  also, 
but  we  met  in  a  home  for  the  eve- 
preached  and  Brother  Dailey  in¬ 
terpreted  the  message  that  he 
brought  on  “Citizens  of  Heaven.” 

I  guess  we.  have  not  had  a  let¬ 
ter  from  any  of  you  who  have  not 
asked  about  the  needs.  Sometimes 
they  are  so  heavy  upon  us  that  we 
can  hardly  write  without  becoming 
impatient  to  fill  them — perhaps  the 
greatest  need  of  all  is  for  some¬ 
one  to  relieve  the  over-worked  mis¬ 
sionaries,  but  there  is  no  one  who 
can  take  their  responsibilities  un¬ 
til  some  of  us  are  able  to  speak 
the  Unguage.  They  have  felt  en¬ 
couraged  at  our  coming — the  Shoe- 
make’s,  the  Deal’s  and  the  McGla- 
merys  in  a  few  weeks  of  each  oth¬ 
er,  but  to  see  the  strain  under 
which  most  of  them  are  working 
is  heartbreaking.  Pray  For  Them, 
pray  for  us  to  be.  able  soon  to  help. 
Then,  pray  for  still  others  who  may 
come  after  us,  for  the  task  is  so 
big. 

Do  you  wonder  what  we  are  do¬ 
ing  to  be  good  missionaries?  Our 
first  aim  is  to  study  hard  and  get 
the  language,  and  we  are  reaUy 
making  enough  progress  now  not 
to  have  trouble  going  to  town  and 
getting  the  things  we  adc  for.  Dr. 
McGlamery  is  going  fsunously  be¬ 
cause  he  is  not  afraid  to  launch  out 
and  try  to  speak  to  everybody  who 
will  listen  I  am  a  little  bit  more 
afraid  to  try  than  he  is.  therefore, 
I  am  not  doing  as  welL  We  enjoy 
our  teacher  and  our  private  les¬ 
sons,  and  the  sensation  of  being 
able  to  use  a  little  bit  of  another 
language.  Keep  praying  for  us  that 
soon  we  may  be  able  to  witness 
first  hand  to  those  who  are  all 
around  us  in  need  of  the  gospeL  Dr. 
every  day  with  the  missionaries 
themselves  or  some  of  the  church 
membership  in  particular  need.  He 
could  be  busy  twenty-eight  hours 
a  day  if  he  were  only  able  to  go  to 
work  at  that — and  if,  when  we  are 
ready  there  can  be  an  adequate 
place  in  which  to  practice.  We  are 
trying  to  be  patient  in  the  face  of 
more  need  than  any  of  you  have 
ever  seen  in  the  direst  conditions, 
perhaps. 

We  send  love  to  all  of  yon,  and 
ask  for  your  continued  prayers.

Among  other  great  truths  t  h  at 
Jesus  taught  us  was  that  of  the 
long  look. 

Too  often  we  plant  today  and  ex¬ 
pect  to  see  results  tomorrow — if  not 
today.

Of  course,  some  times  fruition 
does  come  soon,  but  not  always. 
Paul  admonishes  us  to  "be  not 
weary  in  well  doing,  for  IN  DUE  SEA¬

the  long  look.  Once  after  Simon  was 
a  Christian  he  was  not  a  very  like¬ 
ly  prospect,  but  there  came  a  time 
when  he  was  really  somebody.

Exodus  31;l-ll:35:30-39:43;  11 

hronicles  1:5.  1.  Certain  men  are  pe¬ 
culiarly  qualified  for  certain  kinds 
of  work. 

All  men,  I  think,  are  specially 
qualified  for  the  doing  of  something. 
Not  all  are  qualified  for  the  same 
.sort  of  work.  The  history  of  every 
age  of  the  world  will  show  certain 
men  for  each  needed  task. 

And  the  man  best  qualified  for 
one  task  might  not  be  at  all  qual¬ 
ified  for  another.  I,  for  instance, 
could  never  be  a  physician.  If  I  were 
cut  out  for  a  physician,  I  was  cer¬ 
tainly  sewed  up  wrong.  Certain  men 
have  special  capacities  demanded 
by  the  work  of  the  physician,  and 
are  good  for  little  else.  In  the  eyes 
of  the  world  in  general,  the  great 
philosopher  is  a  fool.  The  man  who 
seeks  till  he  finds  his  work  and 
then  loses  himself  in  it,  shows  the 
marks  of  great  wisdom,  for  Ood 
grants  to  eacli  man  his  special 
capacities. 

2.  The  Tabernacle.  We  ought  to 
read  all  the  scriptures  assigned  for 
this  lesson,  because  they  give  a 
description  of  the  tabernacle.  The 
tabernacle  proper  was  a  tent,  not 
so  large  as  many  you  have  seen, 
perhaps,  it  was  10x30  cubits,  and  a 
cubit  is  thought  to  have  been  1  1-2 
feet  or  18  inches.  So  the  tabernacle 
was  15  feet  wide  by  45  feet  long. 

The  Holy  of  Holies  in  one  end 
of  the  tabernacle  was  a  square 
which  occupied  one-third  of  the 
floor  space  of  the  tabernacle,  a 
square  15x15  feet.  The  court  before 
the  tabernacle  was  a  roofless  en¬ 
closure  Joined  the  tabernacle  and, 
with  it  extended  an  over-all  length 
of  100  cubits,  or  150  feet.  In  the 
court  before  the  Holy  Place  (The 
Holy  Place  was  the  portion  of  the 
tent  before  the  Holy  of  Holies;  was 
the  altar  of  burnt  offerings  and  the 
laver. 

The  tabernacle  had  for  the  people 
of  Israel  a  great  q)lritual  slgnlfl- 
cance.  but  we  shall  not  have  time 
to  discuss  those  matters  in  this 
brief  article.  I  am  simply  trying  to 
get  you  to  help  me  see  the  “tent", 
as  it  is  called  in  Exodus  28:3,  more 
often  it  is  called  the  “Tabenuusle", 
a  word  derived  for  one  which 
means  to  settle  down,  to  dwell,  as 
in  Exodus  25:9,  and  then  sometimes 
It  is  called  a  “sanctuary”,  a  word 
that  denotes  the  holiness  of  the 
place.  The  tabernacle  was  a  place 
where  Qod  was  pleased  to  reveal 
Himself,  and  a  place  where  Ood 
was  most  fittingly  worshipped.  H 
was  a  type  of  our  Lord  Christ  and 
a  promise  of  the  perfect  dwelling  of 
Qod  with  Men.  ' 

3.  Ood  the  Source  or  Bestower  of 
All  Gifts  Por  Special  Service.

Baptists  To  Launch 
Peace  Movement 

MILWAUKEE,  Wls.  —  (RN8)—  Nor¬ 
thern  Baptists,  gathered  here  for  their 
annual  meeting  voted  to  work  with 
other  religious  bodies  in  starting  an 
Immediate  World  Peace  Movement  “to 
save  the  world  from  destruction." 

They  also  urged  that  “every  possible 
avenue”  of  diplomatic  Interchange 
between  the  U.  S.  and  Russia  be  kept 
open  and  “used  to  the  fullest  extent.” 

In  approving  the  peace  movement, 
the  Convention  pledged  to  reject  the 
"feeling”  that  war  is  Inevitable,  to 
combat  aU  forms  of  war  hysteria  and 
hatred,  and  to  make  use  of  “creative 
Christian  forces"  rather  than  to  rely 
chiefly  on  military  strength  and  stra¬ 
tegy,  ^ 

.  •'We  are  convinced."  the  delegates 
said,  “that  in  the  Christian  Gospel 
there  is  a  positive  program  of  peace, 
good  will  and  brotherhood  great 
enough  to  challenge  the  present  world 
situation  and  to  create  the  will  to  and 
the  conditions  of  peace." 

The  peace  movement  will  be  fin¬ 
anced  for  the  present  by  a  “dollars 
for  peace"  campaign  to  be  conducted 
by  the  executive  committee  of  the  de¬ 
nomination’s  general  council. 

The  Convention  voted  to  send  fra¬ 
ternal  greetings  to  their  2.000,000  co¬ 
religionists  in  Russia  and  proposed 
that  American  church-goers  make 
special  efforts  to  Improve  relations 
^tween  the  two  countries  by  ex- 
cnange  of  correspondence,  discussion 
groups,  conferences,  lectures,  litera¬ 
ture  and  study  courses.

Birmingham  Pastors 
Protest  Bible  Course 
In  Public  Schools 

BIRMINGHAM.  Ala.  — <BP)—  Pro¬ 
posals  for  an  elective,  non-secretarlan 
course  in  the  English  Bible  in  Birm¬ 
ingham  public  schools  have  met  with 
protest  from  the  Birmingham  Pas¬ 
tors  Association. 

Students  would  be  enrolled  only 
upon  written  approval  of  their  par¬ 
ents.  the  resolution  provided,  and  in¬ 
structors  would  be  selected  by  the 
school  board  but  paid  by  the  coope¬ 
rating  churches.  The  plam  w’ould  use 
school  facilities  during  school  hours. 

Protest  to  the  proposal  was  led  by 
Dr.  John  H.  Buchanan,  pastor  of 
Birmingham's  Southslde  Baptist 
Church.  In  a  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Birmingham  Pastors  Association, 
the  classes  were  opposed  if  held  on 
school  property  by  any  tax-supported 
Instructor  or  during  school  hours. 

Said  Dr.  Buchanan;  “While  I  am  100 
per  cent  for  everybody  studying  the 
Bible,  we  protest  this  innovation  in 
Birmingham  public  schools.  The  Con¬ 
stitution  thus  far  has  kept  complete 
separation  of  church  and  state.  Re¬ 
ligion,  by  name,  laying  a  hold  on  the 
forces  of  state  to  promote  its  principles 
is  a  violation  of  the  Constitution.  The 
Creator  ordained  two  institutions  to 
teach  religion  —  the  home  and  the 
church.  If  the  home  did  its  part  there 
would  be  no  need  for  the  state  to  step 
Into  that  field."

Srade  arrording  to  Moody's  raUng,*’  aad 
that  not  more  than  39  per  rent  hr  la- 
vested  la  rgnities.  It  provides  farther 
that  neither  preferred  nor  common  stocks 
>re  to  be  pnrchased  except  thooe  Usted 
hy  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange. 

Observers  say  that  this  action  ateaaa 
that  all  iavrstmeate  will  he  made  wUh 
the  eoastderatloa  of  aeearHy  teklag  pre¬ 
cedence  over  larger  income.
